SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Starzahn/Lustwandler/Kakteen Freunde/Pflaumenstuaz 
Auf Der Geilo-Ranch/Feuchte Notlandung is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

Starzahn/Lustwandler/Kakteen Freunde/Pflaumenstuaz Auf Der Geilo-Panch/Feuchte 
Notlandung which is also known as Tropical Paradise, contains five German features 
which all depict explicit sexual activity, often in a group context. The publication 
contains one scene depicting a man forcing a woman to participate in sexual activity. 
The effect of this scene is such that the publication is considered to tend to promote 
and support the use of violence and coercion to compel any person to participate in, or 
submit to, sexual conduct as outlined under s3(2)(b) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. The publication also contains twelve scenes 
which depict people urinating. These scenes of urination are all directly juxtaposed 
with scenes of explicit sexual activity. The publication is considered to promote and 
support the use of urine in association with sexual conduct as outlined under s3(2)(d) 
of the FVPC Act 1993. 

Excisions to the thirteen scenes were offered. Flowever, the current owner of the 
publication failed to respond within the specified period to the Classification Office's 
excision notice. Therefore, the publication is deemed to be objectionable pursuant to 
s3(2)(b) and s3(2)(d) of the FVPC Act 1993. Because s3(2) is a deeming provision, it 
cannot be given a meaning consistent with the rights and freedoms contained in si 4 of 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 and it therefore overrides si 4. 
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
